game and fish protective fund. Fees 
are set at from one dollar for a local 
resident fur buyer’s lieense to fifty. 
dollars for a wholesaler’s license. A 
fee of fifty dollars for a non-resident, 
local or traveling dealers is required, 


while a resident ‘traveling license 
costs ten dollars.

work. Buying illicit furs, . sending 
them to some: “fence” in a near-by 
state and having them shipped back 
to Michigan as “Ohio” or “Wiscon- 
sin” peltg, and other equally dis- 
honest methods have been discovered 
and stopped.” 

Fear -was expressed sometime ago 
by certain’ members. of the Michigan 
Fur Dealers Ass’n that the Depart- 
ment’s order closing the. trapping 
season cn mink and mugkrats until 
March 1929 would tempt dealers in 
bordering states to handle Michigan 
furs, and thus create unfair competi- 
tion for law-abiding Michigan firms. 
To prevent this, the Department im- 
mediately directed, not only District 
and local Conservation Officers of ‘the 
State to take extra precaution, but 
the: Federal officers in the Michigan 
district as well, and assured the fear- 
ful members of. the association that 
the Department would exercise every 
means within its power to prevent 
such trading. 

Michigan fur is comparatively easy 
to distinguish from other fur, many 
dishonest dealers have found, to their 
sorrow, expense and revocation of 
their license and forfeiture of their 
one thousand dollar bonds as required 
by law, and sonfe have lost valuable 
furs that have been confiscated by 
the Department. 

Once arrested and convicted, ad- 
verse publicity and loss of reputation 
among legitimate fur dealers makes 
“hard sledding’ “for the person or 
firm. who expects to further tngage 
in what the Department of Conserva- 
tion and honest dealers intend’ shall 
be a reputable business. Whole- 
hearted co-operation on the part of 
local and county law enforcement of- 
ficials is an indication that citizens 
throughout the whole state frown 
upon violations of game, fish and fur 
laws. If the Department’s policy of 
“eternal vigilance” can bring s0 many 
arrests' in so short a time, and if 
legitimate trappers and dealers will 
lend their assistance, “boot-leg” fur 
business in Michigan will be reduced 
to the very. minimum, and trappers 
and buyers of out-of-season animals 
and pelts and procrastinating license 
purchasers will move on to “easier” 
territory.

Banana Employed by 
the Serpent in Eden? 


“Early inhabitants of the East be- 
lieved that the banana plant was the 
Source of good and eyil and that the 
Serpent which tempted Eve bid in a 
buneb of the fruit,” according to W. 
T. Pope ofthe Hawai) experiment 
Station of the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, 

Undoubtedly this legend . influenced 
the early classifiers who designated 
{wo species of the plant as musa pat- 
adisiaca (fruit of paradise) and musa 
Bapientum (fruit of knowledge). Lhe 
common bame, “bavana,” was adopted 
from the language of an African Con- 
go tribe, and tirst came into use dur- 
ing. the Sixteenth century. Prior to 
that time the fruit was culled “apple 
of paradise” and “Adam's fig.” 


The name “banana” seems to have 
been. borne for a long period by the 
fruit. which was eaten raw. ‘The terns 
“plantain” was given to a variety 
Which, though clasely related to the 
banana, ts edithe only ufter being 
cooked. : 

The generi¢é name "Musa". for the 
banana group was besiuwed by the 
botanist Linuaeus in honor of An 
tonius’ Musa, Q feurbed physician of

A LITTLE TALK ON THRIFT 


(By S. W. Straus, President Amer- 
ican Society for’ Thrift.) 


There is at the present time much 
thought being given to the question 
of old-age pensions. Efforts are he- 


iing made in a number of states to 


secure the enactment of legislation 
which will permit those Common- 
wealths to pay certain amounts to 


those who have become victims to 
the infirmities of old-age and are not 
self-supporting. Similar efforts in 


iWashington are being.made to secure 


the ehactment of Federal 
pension legislation. 

It has been pointed out that the 
thirty-five foreign countries, six of 
our own states and the Territory of 
Alaska now have laws permitting 
pensions to be paid to the aged, 

The point has been made that the 
average dependent can be supported 
on a pension plan much more econ- 
omically than through a system of 
public alms houses. 

It is commendable that so much at~- 
tention is being given to these mat~- 
ters and everything possible should 
be done to take care of those who are 
old and who wholly or in part are 
not able to take care of themselves. 

The agitation should serve also as 
a lesson to the members of the 
younger generation. Independence in 
personal financial affairs should be 
the goal of -all. 

Strangely enough, a considerable 
percentage of persons are willing to 
drift along from day to day and take 
their chances on the future. . Some 
of them may avoid old-age penury 
but the majority, when they shall 
have reached that period of life when 
they can no longer toil for a liveli- 
hood, will find themselves dependent 
upon the charity of the public or of
